Order a certain Allowance for the Commiſſioned 
Officers of the ſeveral late Regiments under-named ; 
and likewiſe for the ſeveral Commiſſioned Officers 
lately Reduced, with the 'Two youngeſt Companies 
ot each Regiment of Foot now in Ireland, which 
Allowance is to ceaſe in proportion, as any of the 
ſaid Officers ſhall be again provided for in His Ma- 
jeſty's Service. In Order therefore to the due Ob- 
ſervance of His Majeſty's Directions above-mention- 
ed, We have thought fit hereby to give Notice that 


to the Muſter-Maſter-General, or his Deputy, at the uſual times of Payment, in 
Order to their being Allowed, may at the end of every Three Months, Viz. at the 
end of December next, the end of March, the end of June, and the end of September 
following in each Year, return a Certificate of h's or their being alive, under the 
Hand of the chief Magiſtrate of the place, if they ſhall dwell in a Corporate 
Town, and if not, then ſuch Certificate ſhall be under the Hand of a Juſtice of the 
Peace; and the ſaid Officer or Officers ſhall likewiſe make Oath before a Juſtice of 
Peace, that he or they are not provided for in His Majeſty's Service; which Oath is 
likewiſe to be produced to the Muſter-Maſter-General or his Deputy, before the 
ſaid Officer or Officers be allowed by him, And to the end the ſaid Officers may 
have Notice hereof, We require the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties, Cities and 
County Towns in this Kingdom, upon Receipt hereof, to Publiſh and Affix the 
ſame as in like caſes is uſual,
